CARE  OF  TREES  ON  ARRIVAL^Be  careful  in  unpacking-  to  note 
everything  and  immediately  “heel-iii”  in  moist  soil  until  planted,  or  plant 
at  once.  Never  allow  roots  to  dry.  Plant  an  inch  or  two  deeper  than  they 
grew  in  nursery,  and  be  sure  to  cultivate  thorough’y  throughout  the  season. 

AVhen  roses  are  budded,  which  can  be  told  by  examining  the  stem  of 
the  plant,  they  should  be  planted  so  that  the  knot  made  by  the  unijn  of 
bud  with  stock  will  be  at  least  two  inches  under  the  ground.  The  best 
summer  treatment  for  roses  in  this  climate  is  to  mulch  heavi’y  with  bai’u- 
yard  manure.  Cover  the  ground  soon  after  piancing  to  .IV2  mches  deep  and 
keep  about  that  thickness  all  summer.  If  weeds  or  grass  grow  about  tue 
plants  pull  out  instead  of  hoeing.  Do  not  disturb  that  mulch.
